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State prelates try 
to halt execution 
of Robert Harris

California bishops have protested the 
execution of Robert Alton Harris, who 
killed two teen-age boys in San Diego a 
decade ago and is likely to be the first 
criminal to die in San Quentin’s gas 
chamber in 21 years. 

More than 200 men are on California’s 
death row, including Bernard Lee 
Hamilton of San Diego, found guilty of 
murdering and decapitating a 24-year-old 
mother and Mesa College math student 
in 1979, and Michael Williams convicted 
of robbing and killing a sailor in National 
City in 1981. 

Last summer the United States Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals upheld Harris’ 
death sentence. If that court declines to 
rehear the case, his attorneys could seek 
clemency from the governor or stays of 
execution from the U.S. Supreme Court 
or state courts. 

If these actions fail, Harris could be 
executed this year or next, according to 
the California Catholic Conference 
(CCC), which is comprised of the state’s 
bishops. 

Attempting to prevent the resumption 
of capital punishment in California after 
an absence of 21 years, Bishop John S. 
Cummins of Oakland, CCC president, 
wrote to Gov. George Deukmejian in 
December 1988. 

Bishop Cummins enclosed a CCC 
statement opposing capital punishment, 
Stating, ‘“‘ ... Wwe wish to give 
unambiguous witness to the sacredness of 
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two teen-age boys in San Diego in 1978. California bishops 
and the U.S. bishops have issued separate statements op- - 
posing capital punishment, which they say is discriminatory 
and unproved as a deterrent to crime.

SACRAMENTO — A bill that would 
e provide a state income tax credit of up to 
$400 each year for students in public or 


non-profit private schools or colleges has 
been endorsed by the California Catholic 
Conference. 

Senate Bill 9, introduced by Senator 
Alan Robbins, D-Van Nuys, would allow 
a maximum credit of $400 per year per 
student for educational expenses such as 
tuition, textbooks and transportation. 
The credit would apply to dependents, 
age 21 and under, enrolled in elementary, 
secondary or undergraduate college 
programs in public or non-profit private 


instructional materials, equipment and 
supplies. A tax credit would also be 
allowed for educational expenses paid for 
non-dependent students who are from 
households falling below the median 
income in California. 


Senate Bill 9 ‘“‘is a vehicle for 
financially assisting California families in 
the exercise of freedom of choice in 
education,’’ according to Joseph P. 
McElligott, director of the Division of 


recent statement on Catholic schools by 
the California bishops.’”’ 


McElligott noted that both the sliding 
scale of tax credits and the 
encouragement of scholarship donations 
to benefit low-income non-dependents 
included in Senate Bill 9 reflect a 
preference for poor and low-income 
families and their children. 


Senate Bill 9 awaits a hearing in the 
Senate Revenue and Taxation

ESCONDIDO — Over 250 people of 
various denominations attended a Feb. 24 
rally for the unborn at St. Mary Church, 
Escondido. 

The rally served as an informational 
meeting for Operation Rescue, a grass- 
roots movement of pro-life people who 
block the entrances of abortion clinics, 
often getting arrested. 

Operation Rescue was originated by 
Randall Terry, a pro-life activist. The 
first trial run of Operation Rescue took 
place on Nov. 28, 1987, when nearly 300 
people blocked the door of the Cherry Hill 
Women’s Center in Cherry Hill, N.J. 
Since that time, a series of rescues has 
taken place across the country.

Christian Fellowship, gave the invocation 
saying, ‘““Tonight we plant the seed of 
rescue in our hearts.”’ 

Personal testimony came from local 
New Life Presbyterian pastor Dick 
Kaufman, who spent two nights and one 
day in jail after participating in a rescue 
last year in Atlanta, Ga. 

Before joining the movement, 
Kaufman said he had to answer the 
question, ‘‘Is it a movement of God or 
man?”’ 

‘*As Christians, we should be the most 
obedient in this land. The hardest thing to 
do is disobey the police, but we have a 
sacred obligation before God. Therefore, 
I am convinced it is a movement of God, 
and I am convinced that when God’s law 
and man’s law conflict, we must obey 
God,”’ stated Kaufman. 

Adding to Kaufman’s testimony was 
Joseph Foreman, national field director of 
Operation Rescue. 

“It is not illegal to save a human life,”’ 
said Foreman. 

“The message of Operation Rescue 
isn’t to say, ‘Let’s kick the devil’s butt.’ 
We don’t go out in aggression to bring 
justice; we’re non-violent,’’ explained 
Foreman. 2 

Although Randall Terry founded 
Operation Rescue, Foreman said the first 
rescue was actually led by Jesus Christ 
when he said, ‘“‘Take up your cross and 
follow me.”’ 

Guest speaker Oblate Father Norman 
Weslyn, active in the pro-life movement 
for 17 years, said, ‘‘Isn’t it beautiful to be 
a child of God? It’s shameful what’s 
happening to your brothers and sisters?”’ 

“Woe dear California, you are fast 
becoming a modern-day Sodom and 
Gomora,’’ Father Weslyn said quietly. 


‘““The babies scream silently, 
‘Mommie, please don’t kill me,’ ”’ he 
continued. 


Father Weslyn called each baby that is 
rescued a rose and “‘we give those roses to 
the Blessed Virgin and she arranges them 
and gives them to God. We stop the 
killing — that’s what you and I are

about.”’ 

He said that Operation Rescue may 
not be for everyone but that those present 
were “‘selected to come here tonight.”’ 

The participants were also shown a 
video with comments from Bishop Emilio 
Berlie of the Diocese of Tijuana, Mexico; 
Mother Teresa, who stated abortion is the 
scourge of mankind, and Bishop Leo T. 
Maher. 

“Abortion is a serious violation of 
God’s law,’’ said Bishop Maher on the 
tape. ‘“Those who obtain an abortion, 
those who persuade others to have an 
abortion and those who perform 
abortions are guilty of breaking God’s 
law.”’ 

Abortion is not just a ‘“‘Catholic’’ issue 
— it involves principles which cut across 
religious lines, he explained. 

“‘The life of every human being is 
sacred from conception to death. This is 
so because God has created each of us and 


because each of us shares in the 
redemption of Christ our Lord. No court, 
no legislative body, no individual can 
assign less value to the life of any 
individual or class of human beings,”’ 
said Bishop Maher. 

Deacon Ken Finn, from St. Mary 
Church, said most people were surprised 
that ‘‘scripturally we are called to obey 
the law of God.”’ 

The ultimate question, the deacon told 
Southern Cross, is how much are people 
willing to risk? 

‘“As Christians in a free democracy, we 
are asked to risk very little. Now we’re 
being challenged — some will give up 
their jobs, their paychecks and some will 
go to jail,’’ he said. 

However, the response to the rescues 
has been incredibly surprising, he noted. 
“‘We’re responding just like the early 
church — we have a lot more courage and 
faith than we give ourselves credit for.”’ 


Weddington’s talk at USD stirs controversy

ALCALA PARK — The University of 
San Diego has closed to the public a talk 
by the attorney who successfully argued 
the U.S. Supreme Court case that 
legalized abortion on demand in 1973. 

Sarah Weddington, the Texas lawyer 
who argued the Roe vs. Wade case, was 
invited to speak at an open forum on the 
campus of the independent, Catholic- 
oriented university March 10 by the USD 
law school’s Women’s Law Caucus. 

The talk was closed to the public by 
USD administration because it is ‘‘not 
appropriate’ for students to hear only 
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one side of a controversial issue, said 
Sister Sally Furay, RSCJ, USD vice 
president and provost. 

“Someone equivalent in stature’’ (to 
Weddington) should give the opposing 
view, she said, adding this has not been 
done since Weddington’s last public 
appearance at the university in April 
1987. 

The presentation is now open to 
students and ‘“‘groups within the 
university,’’ Sister Furay added. 

Dorothy Courser, president of 
Catholics Concerned for Life, San Diego, 
wrote to Dr. Author E. Hughes, USD 
president, on Feb. 17, asking him to 
cancel the presentation. 
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.from a legal perspective. 


“‘In a matter of such importance to the 
church as the preservation of life, one 
cannot invoke academic freedom as an 
excuse to present... to the university 
community a position that is anathema to 
the church,’’ she wrote. 

In response, Hughes wrote to Courser, 
Feb. 22, that Weddington’s appearance 
would be ‘‘open only to students and 
faculty of the university.’’ She ‘‘will be 
discussing her role in Roe vs. Wade 
before the United States Supreme Court 
I do not intend 
to cancel her Hughes 
wrote.

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Duke’s election tied to racism? 


It is still a clear memory, meeting a fellow Louisiana 
State University student on the Baton Rouge campus from 
the New Orleansarea, and frequently conversing with him 
as we walked across the campus in the late 1960s. 

I was rather amazed that this lean, sandy-haired boy, 
who said his dad was a U.S. Army colonel, could be the 
head of the Nazi Club on campus. I thought it was just a 
phase he was going through and that his horizons would 
broaden as he continued his college education. 

Well, it didn’t. David Duke continued on his path of 
white supremacy and racial intolerance. This path has led 
him to be at onetime the Grand Imperial Wizard ofthe Klu 
Klux Klan, the publisher of a newspaper for the National 
Association for the Advancement of White People, an 
alleged proponent of relocating minorities to segregated 
sections of the country and now anewly elected member of ' 
the Louisiana legislature. 

He was elected in the largest surburban area of New 
Orleans, an area in which I grew up and in which I have 
relatives and friends. 

I recount a story that I think illustrates what Duke’s 
drawing power may have been. A friend once related that a 
skilled co-worker was laid off his job and replaced with a 
black under an affirmative action program. The black 
man, in my friend’s opinion, wasn’t qualified to do the job 
and wasn’t functional in the position. My friend was very 
bitter. 

Blacks and whites in that area, in my opinion, have a 
history of relating well to each other except when pushed 
together. The whites always resented the pushing. But 


something had to be done. Before integration and the Civil 
Rights Act, blacks in the South didn’t have the quality of 
education, in most cases, that was available to whites, and 
thus they didn’t have equal job opportunities — not that 
they do now mind you, but I expect it is somewhat better. 

So if indeed that is the environment in which David 
Duke campaigned, it is understandable, though 
regrettable, that he won. 

The recent Vatican document asserting that racism 
blasphemes God was issued coincidentally eight days 
before Duke’s election. The document challenges 

- Catholics, in Duke’sdistrict, where there are many, as well 
as the faithful throughout the country and the world, to 
embrace the truth that racism is blantantly evil because it 
seeks to deny the dignity with which all people have been 
imbued by our Creator. All members of the human family 
have been created in the image of our God. 

Weall need to accept Bishop Leo T. Maher’s challenge 
to use this document to examine our consciences, even for 
subtle forms of prejudice, “‘to overcome racism and thus to 
foment peace in our world and achieve greater justice in 
our communities.’”’ 

David Duke’s election and his views certainly do not 


promote justice in his district or anywhere else and should 


be found anathema by any disciple of Jesus Christ. 


Lent: time for the hard things 


Who doesn’t remember ignoring a problem — for 
weeks, months, maybe even years — then finally doing 
something about it and saying, ‘‘I feel so much better! 
What was I waiting for? Why didn’t I do something a 
long time ago?”’ 

Perhaps what you were putting off was a difficult 
encounter with a family member, or someone you work 
with. Maybe it was going to Confession, or going back 
to Mass Sunday mornings. Maybe it was something 
you’d always wanted to do, like going, back to school. 
Maybe it was something you’d been feeling you should 
do, like getting involved with the poor. Maybe it was 
changing some of your racial or political attitudes. 
Maybe it was quitting smoking. Maybe it was getting 
you car fixed. 

It really doesn’t make any difference what the 
problem was. Whatever bothers us is what bothers us — 
whenever we deal with what bothers us we feel better. 
It’s a basic fact of human life. 

So, If we feel so much better when:we deal with our 
problems, why do we avoid them so long? There are 
many reasons of course, including ordinary human 
pride (who wants to admit they have a problem), but 
surely a major cause of our procrastination is that 
dealing with our problems almost always involves giving 
up something we think we can’t do without. 

We’re all a little like the man who went to see a 
doctor. ‘‘Doc,’’ he said, ‘‘I feel terrible. My nerves are 
shot, my kidneys are giving out and I’m having terrible 
chest pains. You’ve got to do something.”’ 

The doctor examined the man and then told him, 
“Your problem is you’ve been drinking too much: The 
only way you’re ever going to feel better is to stop 
drinking.”’ 

The man said, ‘‘What do you mean, ‘Stop drinking.’ 
I’ve been drinking ever since I was in high school. I 
wouldn’t know how to have fun if I couldn’t get drunk 
once in a while. Be practical, Doc. I want some pills to 
make me feel better so I can keep on drinking.”’ 

Like the man in that apocryphal story we all want to 
be happy and healthy without having to change our 
lives, and, of course, that’s not possible. 


The cross is the central symbol of Lent because the 
only way to get ready for Easter is the way Jesus showed 
us. 

The stories in the Gospels make it very clear the weeks 
immediately prior to that first Easter weren’t an easy 
time for Jesus. He knew going to Jerusalem would cost 
him his life. In Gethsemani, the night before his 
crucifixion, Jesus suffered a monumental agony of the 
soul, during which he told his disciples, ‘‘My heart is 
nearly broken with sorrow.”’ 

Thousands of Christians through the centuries have 
followed Christ by giving up their lives non-violently, 
just as he did on Good Friday, but for most of us the 
crosses we are asked to bear are much less spectacular — 
if no less painful. 

For most of us our cross is the hard things of daily life. 
Not the things we simply endure and try to forget, but 
the pain we accept and live through — the pain we allow 
God to use as the means by which we are changed from 
the sinful, deeply flawed, selfish human being we are 
into the happy, healthy, loving beings God created us to 
be. 

It’s essentially the same thing sports trainers tell the 
athletes they work with: ‘‘No pain, no gain.’’ That 
doesn’t mean pain itself is good, but it does mean that 
nobody grows or develops without going through some 
very real pain. 

It’s hard to do the hard things. Most of us put them 
off until we no longer have a choice. Often by then it’s 

too late to avoid permanent consequences, like health 
problems or a divorce. 

But once a year we’re given a chance to do something 
about our bad habits before they ruin our lives. Lent 
may sometimes seem like a burden, but it’s really a gift.

And, in more recent times, 
consider that it was Irish Catholic 
immigrants who helped form the first 
labor unions, an illegal act at that time. 

According to Dr. Gary Macy, a 
University of San Diego professor of 
theology, these are only a few historical 
examples of the church influencing public 
policy and thereby molding a more just 
and responsive society. 

During his five-part series, entitled 
‘‘Our Best Kept Secret: The Rich 
Heritage of Catholic Social Teaching,”’ 
Macy is exploring the role of Catholic 
social teaching throughout history. 

The series began Feb. 15 and will 
continue on March 15, April 19, May 17 
and June 14 on the USD campus. It is co- 
sponsored by the diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission and the USD 
Institute for Christian Ministry. 

Macy is examining Catholic social 
teaching from its roots in Judaism to the 
persecution by the Roman Empire, the 
‘papal supremacy of the Middle Ages, the 
discord of the Reformation and the 
resurgence of social doctrine in the 
modern era. 

In a Southern Cross interview, Feb. 16, 
Macy contended that, given a historical 
explanation, people of the church today 
would be less likely to balk at the U.S. 
bishops’ involvement in peace and justice 
issues as ‘‘too political.’’ 

To illustrate his point, Macy recalled 
the controversy that erupted when the 
option was given to receive the Eucharist 
in the hand. 

‘‘We offered a forum on the topic and 
discussed the fourth-century teaching of 
St.Cyril of Jerusalem. He described the 
method of receiving the Eucharist in 
layered, cupped hands as ‘creating a little 
throne for our Lord.’ People were 
relieved. You could almost hear the 
collective sigh across the room. If St.

Cyril approved, then it must be OK.”’ he 
said. 

Macy said he feels the same attitudes 
prevail toward the bishops’ pastorals on 
peace and war, ‘‘The Challenge of Peace; 
God’s Promise and Our Response,”’ and 
on the U.S. economy, ‘‘Economic Justice 
for All.’’ 

Employing the same approach of 
education and discussion, he said he 
believes people will respond more 
favorably to the bishops’ challenge to 
become more involved as Christians in 
the socio-political fate of the United States 
and the world. 

“The United States is one of the few 
places that has separation of church and 
state,’ Macy continued. In fact, the 
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involvement of church in state affairs has 
been very common throughout history, 
he said. 

During the reign of the Roman 
Empire, the church persuaded the 
government to pass laws that abolished 
infanticide and made life considerably 
easier for slaves,’’ said Macy, further 
illuminating the constructive role the 
church can play in ensuring social 
welfare. 


This, of course,-is reminiscent of the 
struggle for civil rights many centuries 
later in the modern era, which was also 
spurred by conscientious Christians, 
Macy said. Yet, though justification — 
exists for social action guided by faith, 
many Christians today become guarded 
when church teachings challenge them 
personally, he added. 

However, such challenges are nothing 
new, Macy continued. ‘““The people of 
the early church and the Middle Ages had 
to struggle to maintain private and public 
autonomy because the obligation to 
community was so great.”’ 


The desire to achieve some degree of 
independence apparently drove many to 
monasticism, he said. It was through 
monastic communities, dedicated to 
social welfare and justice, however, that 
hospitals and religious orders (often the 
only alternative for widowed women) 
were founded, having profound social 
impact, he explained. 

“In the 12th century, the church 
declared that consent was necessary in 
Christian marriage,’’ which set off a 
public uproar. Hitherto, marriages had 
been arranged according to family and 
class alliances, Macy related. 


Demanding that consent be required in 
marriage was a “‘blow to the status quo,”’ 
he said, and it had obvious social and 
political ramifications as marriage is an 
inherently social act. 


Today, in the 20th century, the 
bishops’ statements similarly have 
triggered criticism among Catholics, said 
a concerned Macy. 


In actuality, he claims, the bishops’ 
political stand is not representative of a 
new, more radical course in church 
history, but rather only the perpetuation 
of Jesus’ mission to bring peace and 
justice to his people over the centuries.

every human life from conception 
through natural death.’’ 

In his reply, the governor disagreed 
with the bishop’s position on capital 
punishment. He upheld ‘‘the sanctity of 
human life’? and expressed concern for 
the wilful murders of more than 24,000 
men, women and children in California 
during the past decade.”’ 

This disagreement between a church 
and state official illustrates the widespread 
debate in society, especially among 
Catholics, on the morality of capital 
punishment. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, who 
participated in preparing the CCC 
statement, ‘‘A Call to Discipleship,’’ told 
Southern Cross it has not been proved “‘that 
capital punishment is a deterrent’’ to 
crime. ‘‘In such a civilized society we 
should use education to overcome 
crime,”’ he said. 

The California bishops base their 
opposition to the death penalty on the 
U.S. bishops’ 1980 statement on capital 
punishment.”’

and states this position is compatible with 
Catholic tradition. 

According to the statement, ‘‘Catholic 
teaching has accepted the principle that 
the state has the right to take the life of a 
person guilty of an extremely serious 
crime’’ if there exists ‘‘three justifications 
traditionally advanced for punishment in 
general’’: retribution, deterrence and 
reform. 

These conditions are not present to 
justify the use of capital punishment in 
contemporary U.S. society, the bishops 
State. 

Capital punishment deprives criminals 
of the opportunity to reform their lives. It 
may motivate repentence, but this threat 
is not ‘‘necessary for God’s grace to touch 
and to transfrom human hearts,’’ the 
bishops state. 

They cite inconclusive evidence that 
executions by the state prevent others 
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U.S. bishops oppose 
death penalty practice 


from committing crimes. ‘““The small 
number of death sentences in relation to 
the number of murders ... undercuts the 
effectiveness of the deterrent,’’ the 
document explains. 

The U.S. bishops also state that 
retribution and the restoration of justice 
‘‘does not justify taking the life of the 
criminal, even in cases of murder.”’ 

They cite New Testament examples of 
forgiveness, such as Jesus’ rejecting the 
concept of revenge in the Sermon on the 
Mount (Matthew 5:38-42). 

Pope John Paul II exemplified this 
teaching by publicly forgiving and 
visiting Mehmet Ali Agca, who had 
attempted to murder him in 1981. 

The pope ‘‘has consistently urged 
clemency for those condemned to die,”’ 
according to a 1987 statement on the 
death penalty by the Ohio bishops. ‘“He 
expressed this is his 1983 address to the 
diplomatic corps and in calls for mercy for 
condemned persons’’ in several countries, 
including the United States, the bishops 
wrote. : 

In their statement the California 
bishops call on Christians and all 
Americans to support the abolition of 
capital punishment. 

Their rationale includes the possibility 
of executing innocent people; anguish for 
the criminal, his family and _ the 
executioner; and the ‘‘discriminatory 
manner” of inflicting the death penalty. 
‘‘More than 50 percent of those on death 
row are minorities, virtually all of them 
poor,’’ the CCC statement states. 

The San Diego diocese’s Peace and 
Justice Commission, which supports the 
positions of the California and U.S. 
bishops on capital punishment, issued a 
statement in 1987, saying the death 
penalty ‘‘is discriminatorily applied to the 
disadvantaged, the indigent and the 
socially impoverished.”’ 

According to an ‘‘Image Report’’ in 
last month’s San Francisco Examiner,” 
Robert Harris’ history of child abuse casts 
him in the latter categories. 

His alcoholic father, 
wife’s unborn child was not his own, 
kicked her abdomen, resulting in Harris’ 
birth 2 1/2 months premature. 

At age 2, a blow from his father 
knocked him to the floor, causing 
bleeding and convulsions. 

After his father was imprisoned for 
molesting his mother, she and her 
children became migrant farmers, often 
sleeping in their car, the account 
continues.

the road’’ at age 14, when he began a life 
of crime. 

He was on parole for killing his 
brother’s roommate when he kidnapped 
the San Diego teen-agers who were eating 
Jack-in-the-Box lunches, stole their car, 
shot the boys and later finished their half- 
eaten hamburgers, the article states. 

Such incidents of violence might 
account for last fall’s Gallup poll which 
showed 79 percent of Americans favoring 
the death penalty, reinstated by the U.S. 
Supreme Court in 1974. 

Among this group is Larry Campbell, 
an FBI special agent, graduate of the 
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University of San Diego law school and 
parishioner of The Immaculata, Alcala 
Park: 

He defended the death penalty in cases 
of ‘‘serious crimes, such as serial murders 
and killing a law enforcement officer in 
the line of duty, where other 
punishments would be ineffective and the 
criminal would pose a threat to society.” 

“If a criminal takes the life of another 
in the perpetration of a crime,”’ he or she 
causes irreparable ‘‘pain and suffering to 
the victim’s family and should be 
prepared to suffer the same penalty — the

*Conference explores impact of violence on youth

SAN DIEGO — Some 125 staff 
members of Catholic foster care facilities 
and professionals and advocates in the 
field from 26 states explored the impact of 
societal violence on youth during the fifth 
annual Catholic Residential Care for 
Children Conference Feb. 22-24 at the 
Embassy Suites Hotel near Seaport 
Village. 

A radio and TV professor asserted the 
connéction between violent behavior and 
the violence shown on TV programs, 
while a San Diego law enforcement 
official exposed the delegates to the 
philosophies and music of the satanic 
subculture and told them how to identify 
children under this influence. 

Their talks were among the three 
general sessions and nine workshop 
presentations dealing with this year’s 


conference theme, ‘‘Embracing 
Children: Their needs Our 
Challenge.”’ 


While few viewers actually commit 
crimes, many ‘‘become desensitized and 
view the world as a dangerous, predatory 
environment,’’ said Sister Camille 


D’Arienzo, RSM, associate professor in 
the Department of Television and Radio 
at Brooklyn College, New York. 

To protect themselves, children are 
driven to bring weapons to school or join 


Sister Camille D’Arienzo, RSM 
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gangs like the Skinheads who breed 
intolerance, anti-social behavior and male 
dominance, she said in a_ general 
assembly talk, ‘‘Beyond Child Abuse: 
Working Toward Well-Being in a Violent 
Society.” 

While television can be a negative 
influence on children, ‘‘the gifts as well as 
the dangers ... television can bring’’ must 
be recognized, she said, adding that even 
the portrayal of violence on TV can be 
valuable if properly motivated. 

“‘Children need to know that there are 
instances where outrage is justifiable, 
needing to be expressed by shouting, 
crying and talking,’’ said the Religious 
Sister of Mercy. 

But she also said, ‘‘Television has 
replaced parents, grandparents, clergy 
and teachers as the primary storytellers. 

‘‘We need stories to give us moral 
guidance, teach us how to behave, enrich 
our history and provide us with heroes 
and heroines,’’ she said. 

However, ‘‘the vast majority of TV 
storytellers are commissioned not to 
influence and educate, not to inspire, but 
to attract and hold viewers long enough to 
allow advertisers to sell them a product,”’ 
the nun added. 

Sister D’Arienzo challenged delegates 
to ‘‘tame the beast of television.’’ Using 
video recorders to tape programs and 
select excerpts for children, ‘“‘squeeze 
from (TV) the heroes and heroines. ... 
Those who tell the stories control the 
culture, condition the character,’’ she 
said. 

In a workshop, ‘‘Satanism: A Modern 
Youth Subculture,’’ a local law 
enforcement official, who wishes to 
remain anonymous because of his work 
with youth and satanic cults, said the 
number one influence of today’s youth is 
music, and this is ‘‘the most violent 
generation of youth.”’ 

He said the lyrics of songs play an 
important part in the development of a 
child’s frame of mind, especially if that 
child does not ‘‘do OK at home, in school 
and socially.” 

Youth, he said, categorize themselves 
by way of music: new wave, heavy metal 
and soul. 

There are six known heavy metal 
groups that proclaim to be satanic, using 
lyrics to spread their messages: Venom, 
Slayer, Merciful Fate, Exciter, Bible 
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Since beginning our prison ministry 
outreach in 1985, we Daughters of St. Paul 
have personally met over 15,000 inmates. 
With each person we have left the Word of 
God in printed form: reading materials on 
our Faith, morality and prayer. Thousands 
of books have also been mailed in response 
to requests we receive. The number of

Black, and Christian Death. 

However, normal kids are not going to 
be affected, generally speaking, by the 
satanic influence, he said. But there will 
be a few high-risk youth who are going to 
be enticed through the music, the videos 
and cinematography, he added. 

In welcoming the delegates of the 
CRCC, a division of Catholic Charities 
USA, Bishop Leo T. Maher noted the 
dedication of the San Diego diocese to the 
plight of needy children. 

“‘We were responsible for a 
demonstration of our own in 
Sacramento.’’ Representatives from two 
Catholic Church-sponsored groups for 
the handicapped ‘‘picketed the state 


government offices’ a few days ago ‘‘for 
more funding,”’ he said. 

“‘We recognize the need to stress our 
work with children, particularly in your 
field concerned with the rights of abused 
children. In a society undergoing the 
‘aging wave,’ the children are being left 
behind,’’ Bishop Maher said. 

According to Holy Cross Brother 
Robert Fontaine, conference organizer, 
the children who are being left behind are 
‘“‘dealing with drug and alcohol 
addictions, are deprived, neglected or 
abused.”’

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Meeting to 
focus on 
tensions 


VATICAN CITY — Vatican officials 
expect their March 8-11 meeting with 
U.S. bishops to focus on the tensions 
between modern, pluralistic U.S. society 
and the often countercultural messsage of 
Catholicism. 

This, more than specific problems 
between the Vatican and members of the 
U.S. hierarchy, is expected to dominate 
the formal speeches and the over 12 hours 
of open debate scheduled during the 
sessions, they say. 

The meeting will bring together 
Vatican officials, including Pope John 
Paul II, and the 35 U.S. bishops. It was 
planned as a follow-up to the pope’s 1987 
visit to the United States and the 1988 
visits to the Vatican by the U.S. bishops 
to discuss the status of their dioceses. 

The overall theme is ‘‘Evangelization 
in the context of Culture and Society of 
the United States with Particular 
Emphasis on the role of the Bishop as 
Teacher of Faith.’’ 

Subthemes, however, leave the door 
open to raising controversial issues that at 
times have caused problems between the 
Vatican and U.S. church leaders. These 
include the relationship of bishops to 
dissenting theologians, the high number 
of annulments granted by diocesan 
marriage tribunals and U.S. hierarchical 
criticisms of Vatican draft documents on 
Catholic universities and the nature of 
bishops’ conferences. 

“‘Tt’s an open forum. Anything can be 
discussed,’’ said Joaquin Navarro-Valls, 
Vatican press spokesman. 


Cardinal Jaime Sin 
supports Marcos ban 


MANILA, Philippines — Cardinal 
Jaime Sin of Manila has supported 
President Corazon Aquino’s ban on 
former President Ferdinand Marcos 
returning to the Philippines. 

In a talk at the University of St. 
Thomas Feb. 20, the cardinal said that in 
recent months he had remained silent on 
political matters, but ‘“‘the issue has 
generated so much conflict and aroused so 
much passion that the population is 
getting polarized.”’ 

He said Aquino’s critics are making 
Marcos’s return a moral issue, not just a 
political one, and there are rumors of 
another coup attempt. 


Immigrant workers 
should be protected 


VATICAN CITY Immigrant 
workers should be protected from 
economic exploitation and given the same 
benefits as other employees, Pope John 
Paul II told a group of Italian officials. 

The pope said civil authorities have a 
duty to set up agencies to help immigrants 
settle, to promote their employment and 
to help fight prejudices against them. 

He spoke Feb. 20 to officials of Lazio, 
the Italian region that includes Rome and 
its growing immigrant population. Most 
of the new arrivals are from African 
countries, but many have come from the 
pope’s native Poland. 


Diocese continues 
reduction of deficit 


MONTEREY, Calif. — The Diocese 
of Monterey has decreased its deficit from 
Pope John Paul II’s 1987 visit by $34,700 
in the past six months, a diocesan official 
said. 

Frank Finelli, diocesan finance officer, 
said the deficit resulting from the pope’s 
six-hour stop in Monterey 18 months ago

has been whittled down to $800,300. The 
trip cost the diocese about $2 million. 


The Monterey Diocese has paid the © 


bills, but needs to replenish its bank 
accounts and operating fund. 

Finelli said the diocese expects its 
deficit to be reduced by about $82,000 
when funds from a special 1987 collection 
taken in the diocese of northern 
California are disbursed. 

Money to offset the deficit also is 
expected from parishes and surrounding 
dioceses which had promised to make 
contributions based on the number of 
tickets they received for the papal Mass at 
Laguna Beca. 

The amount collected in the past six 
months included $5,000 from the Diocese 
of Fresno as a donation for Mass tickets, 
said Ted Elisee, Monterey diocesan 
director of communications. 

Ticket donations from parishes in the 
Diocese of Monterey are expected to 
contribute up to $27,000 more, Elisee 
said. . 


Catholic Church must 
act on social teaching 


WASHINGTON — The measure of 
social ministry is not what the bishops 
teach but how the Catholic Church acts 
on that teaching, Bishop James W. 
Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, told a 
meeting of social ministry workers in 
Washington Feb. 26. 

‘Despite our remarkable progress, we 
are much stronger on national statements 
than effective local action to help our 
people understand, discuss and act in 
their own way on that teaching,”’ he said. 

Bishop Malone gave the opening 
address to the first combined social 
ministry gathering sponsored by the 
Campaign for Human Development, the 
National Catholic Rural Life Conference, 
the Association of Diocesan Social Action 
Directors and the Department of Social 
Development and World Peace of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 


Projects to benefit 
economy in Ireland 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland — Two 
projects aimed at improving the economy 
of a heavily Catholic, high unemployment 
district of west Belfast are being boosted 
by grants from an international fund with 
strong U.S. backing, said a_ priest 
promoting the projects. 

Father Patrick McWilliams said the 
International Fund for Ireland, to which 
the U.S. government has contributed 
$120 million, is to grant $1.65 million 
toward building a town center and an 
economic development area projected to 
provide 110 permanent jobs. 

The project includes a supermarket, 
shops and offices, the priest said. 
Facilities for small industries are also part 
of the plan. 


U.S. poor people suffer, 


says Mother Teresa 


PLAINFIELD, N.J. — Poor people in 
the United States sometimes suffer more 
than poor people in India, Mother Teresa 
of Calcutta said during a stop in Plainfield 
for the dedication of a convent opened by 
her order. 

In India, ‘‘they’re contented because 
they’ve never experienced anything 
else,’’ said Mother Teresa at the mid- 
February dedication of the 402nd house 
opened worldwide by her Missionaries of 
Charity order. 

“But, the homelessness here is from 
people who have had. They suffer the 
terrible loneliness that comes from being 
left alone. It’s a very great suffering. And 
that is a great poverty of the rich 
countries,’’ she said. 


Ban on ‘dial-a-porn’ 


deemed constitutional 
WASHINGTON — A _ ban on 
graphically sexual ‘‘dial-a-porn’’ 


telephone services is constitutional and 
should be upheld by the Supreme Court, 
according to the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. 

The USCC, public action agency of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
commented in a friend-of-the-court brief, 
filed Feb. 22 in response to a legal 
challenge to the dial-a-porn ban. 

Enacted by Congress in 1988, the ban 
was invalidated by the U.S. District 
Court for the Central District of 
California, in a case known as Sable 
Communications of California vs. 
Federal Communications Commission.

SAN DIEGO — Students at Blessed 
Sacrament School were able to see for 
themselves Feb. 25 what students from 
the Soviet Union were like.

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Vaticano ve a reunion enfocandose sobre tensiones Iglesia-cultura

CIUDAD DEL VATICANO — Los funcionarios del 
Vaticano esperan que su reunidn con los obispos 
estadounidenses, entre los dias 8 y 11 de Marzo 
-préximo, se enfocard sobre las tensiones entre la 
sociedad estadounidense moderna y pluralista y el 


~ mensaje del catolicismo, a menudo contra-cultural. 


Esto, mds que los problemas especfficos entre el 
Vaticano y los miembros de la jerarqufa estadounidense, 
se espera que domine los discursos formales y al exceso 
de 12 horas de debate abierto sefialadas durante las 
sesiones, dicen ellos. 

La reunién juntara a los funcionarios del Vaticano, 
incluyendo al Papa Juan Pablo II, y a 35 obispos 
estadounidenses. Se planed como seguimiento a la visita 
del papa en 1987 a los Estados Unidos y.a las visitas de 
1988 al Vaticano por parte de los obispos 
estadounidenses para tratar de la situacién de sus 


didcesis. 


E] tema general es ‘‘La Evangelizacién en el Contexto 
de la Cultura y de la Sociedad de los Estados Unidos, 
con Enfasis Especial sobre el Papel del Obispo como 
Maestro de la Fe’’. 

Los sub-temas, sin embargo, dejan la puerta abierta 
para plantear asuntos controvertidos que a veces han 
ocasionado problemas entre el Vaticano y los dirigentes 
eclesidsticos estadounidenses. Estos comprenden la 
relacién de los obispos con los tedlogos disidentes, la 
gran cantidad de anulaciones concedidas por los 
tribunales matrimoniales diocesanos y las criticas hechas 
por la jerarquia estadounidense sobre los borradores de 

los documentos del Vaticano referentes a las

conferencias episcopales. 

““Es un foro abierto. Se puede tratar de cualquier 
cosa’, dijo Joaquin Navarro-Valls, portavoz de prensa 
del Vaticano. 

Al mismo tiempo, ‘‘cualquier imagen que ponga a la 
reunion en una situacidn dialéctica entre dos grupos de 
la iglesia es errdnea’’, dijo él al National Catholic News 
Service. 


La tensidn que existe es entre ‘‘el mensaje de la 
Iglesia, que a veces esta en contra de la cultura, y las 
sociedades industriales desarrolladas’’, dijo Navarro- 
Valls. 

Para el Vaticano y los dirigentes de la Iglesia 
estadounidense, la reunidén simboliza su ‘‘conciencia de 
las realidades y dificultades y una apertura:a tratar de lo 
que deberia ser el enfoque pastoral de la Iglesia’’, dijo 
él. 

Este punto de vista de las tensiones entre la Iglesia y el 
mundo lo comparte el Cardenal Joseph Ratzinger, 
director de la Congregacién Vaticana para la Doctrina 
de la Fe, uno de los oradores en la reunion fijada para 
Marzo.

“*En esta clase de clima es importante el recordar dos 
cosas: Primero, que la doctrina moral de la Iglesia no es 
facil y puede crear tensiones, y segundo, que en una 
sociedad democratica e igualitaria la estructura 
jerarquica de la Iglesia es algo que puede ser dificil de 
aceptar’’, dijo el Cardenal Ratzinger.

La mayorfa de las anulaciones de matrimonios 
catdlicos son concedidas por los tribunales diocesanos 
estadounidenses. Seguin las cifras del Vaticano para 
1986, el ultimo ajo para el que se dispone de estadfsticas 
completas, el 78 por ciento del exceso de 73,000 
anulaciones concedidas en todo el mundo correspondié a 
dichos tribunales eclesidsticos estadounidenses. 

En afios anteriores, el papa y otros funcionarios del 
Vaticano se han quejado de que, en paises no 
identificados, los tribunales eclesidsticos vienen 
concediendo demasiadas anulaciones debido a una 
confianza demasiado grande sobre los factores 
psicoldgicos. 

En un discurso de 1987, el papa criticd a los expertos 
psiquiatricos y psicoldgicos que ‘‘evalian todas las 
tensiones (maritales) como sefiales negativas y como 
indices de debilidad e incapacidad para vivir en un 
matrimonio’’.

loss of his life,’” Campbell said. 
Capital punishment is_ not 
discriminatory,’’ he added. ‘‘Our legal 
system bends over backward to protect 
the rights of the accused. If they lack 
funds, the courts appoint attorneys and 
public defenders.”’ 
John Roche, a professor at USD’s law 
school, favors the death penalty in certain 


circumstances, but sees problems in ~ 


administering it. 

Capital punishment is needed ‘‘for 
certain prisoners who could never be 
trusted out of prison,’’ he said. However, 
““we have made (executions) so expensive 
and time-consuming, ... the punishment 
is neither swift nor sure, the hallmark of a 
good criminal justice system,’’ he said. 

Roche cited other problems in calling 
for the death penalty, such as inadequate 
guidelines for juries and incomplete 
information for murder cases which can 
result in convicting innocent people. 

Jerry Ollinger, former member of the 
diocesan Peace and Justice Commission 
and parishioner of Our Lady of Grace 
Church, El Cajon, condemns the use of 
capital punishment, which he alls 
““murder. 

“*T feel the majority of criminals, who 
are young adults, can be rehabilitated,” 
he said. ‘‘When I was on jury duty a 
judge said’’ that most 20- to 30-year-old 
felons ‘‘will mature into productive 
citizens.”’

No fetishes, please! 


Park your fetishes and idols on this table. Then come into 
Mass. 

You might be surprised to find such a notice in the church 
foyer next Sunday. But in the tiny country of Burundi, in 
Central Africa, you might see it. 

The good people there, particularly of the parish of 
Nyabiraba, are reluctant to let go of their traditional religious 
symbols such as amulets, fetishes and idols, even though they 
adopt the Christian faith. 

Now there is a movement to encourage the converts to get rid 
of these former ‘‘godlike’’ symbols. Every day, tens of Christains 
burn their amulets, fetishes and idols and replace them with 
maybe a crucifix, a rosary, a holy medal or holy picture. Families 
then gather in the homes to say the rosary, led by the catechists, 
working with the missionaries as the yeast in the community. 

The need for this renewal movement indicates that the first 
evangelization was somewhat superficial. Now it is being 
changed and strengthened — with the help of the right symbols.
